"The Railway Terminus Meeting. 

The result of the meeting hold at the 
Town Hall yesterday, a report of which 
will bo found in another column, forma 
a fitting subject of congratulation. The 
pnblio mind has b"como somewhat agi- 
tated of late by a pr< position, started 
suddenly by Mr DcCosmo^, that the 
fixing of tho terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway at Victoria and Esqui- 
mau should bo mado a test at the »P* 
preaching election, and that the elect, 
ors ou Vancouver Inland should reject 
at the polls any candidate who would 
not pledge himself to oppose Confedera- 
tion unless the terminus were so Cxr-d. 
The unreasonableness of Buob a condi- 
tion and the danger ot springing euch 
■xu issue upon the eve ot an election 
have already been fully pointed out. 
Where eelf-interost is so palpable, the 
best of us aro at times prono to lean to 
the side of unreason and, although wo 
folt convinced from tho first that this 
community, us a whole, was in but little 
danger of placing itself in a position bo 
Utterly ridiculous, still one could not 
altogether got rid of- a painful appro- 
hension that a party might be formod 
sufficiently formidable to piaeo tire, tho 
chief community, iu a false position with 
regard to Canada aud tho Mainland 
portion of tho colony. It was, there- 
ioro no liltlo relief to find that, at a 
meeting or property-holders, uota smgle 
voice- was raised in support of tho un- 
reasonable nnd ab.urd proposition which 
has constituted the chief slock in trade 
of our local contemporary for soveral 
weeks. -Nny more, Mr DeOosmos him. 
self implored the gentlemen present not 
to look at bis expiring hobby-horse ut 
all— to lose sight of it alto^ then jN >, 
said he, let no place he named as the 
lei minus,— neither Esqoima't, Barclay 
Sound, Bute Inlet, nor Burrard Inlet 
Let the survey decide that ! Was ever 
political acrobat so wrnplotely flabber- 
gasted ? It has boon dinnod into the 
cars and eyes of this commun.ty for 
sovoral weeks that tho location of tho 
terminus at Victoria and E^quimiilt 
was to bo the gteat touehsiono at tho 
approaching conte-,t and that, uo candi- 
date should" or could bo returned on tho 
Island who would not pledge h uelf 
to make it au absolale coudiiion of 
Confederation, and now the gmal I am 
does not dnro to utter the Word 1 termi- 
nus.' How hath tho mighiy fallen ! Mr 
.DoCosmos is now o •mpelled by tho Ir- 
resistible prossure of public opinion to 
come down fr.im his high horse onu* 
notually support the views for tho coi - 
Bistent udvoency ot which v. e have been 
bo systoma'.icully donouncd in tho 
columns of his owe personal organ ! It 
is well. Had the peoplo of Victoria 
permitted them-'elTca to bo placed in so 
false a positiou as t<> reluso Confederu- 
tion because the Dominion Governmet.t 
would noi fix the route and terminus 
of the railway first, it might have been 

ill. 

The Great Northwest. 



The Toronto Globe has an able article 
upon the subject of oponing up the 
Qroat Northwest for tho immediate 
induxol immigration. Oar coniempa- 
rary takes tho position that tho oponiug 
of an emigrant road from Thund-r Bay 
t ) Fort Garry should bo immediate, and 
Bhould not await the construction of the 
Canadian Pac lie Railway, a work,wh«ch 
no matter with what energy it may be 
undertaken, cannot, bo in operation for 
Bomo years. It is urged, therefore, that 
tho Opening of a road leading int > tho 
great basin of the lied Kiver is essenti- 
ally neeessciy to ficeuro emigration 
which would otherwise find its way into 
the United States. Tho road by Thun. 
dor Bay and Fort Garr} is some five 
hundred miles shorter than that through 
American territory, and yet tho latter 
route has for tho most part to tio taken 
by parties going to the now Provinoo 
of Manitoba. Tho want ot energy din- 
played by tho Canadian Government in 
respect, to the opening of iho road in 
question i* severely animadverted upon 
by our contemporary, and the necessity 
fur a more energetic policy^ is strongly 
urged and well urged. The posi ion 
taken by the Globe ounnot fail to com - 
mend itself to tho good sense of every 
reflecting person throughout llio ontire 
Dominion. It is well known that 
British emigration has been flowing into 
tho Western States by to. is of thou- 
sands, just liecauiio a way bas not been 
opened into our own Great Northwest,. 
The loss thus sustained has been some- 
thing incalculable, if population be esti- 
mated at tho value placed upon it in 
tho United States ; and population is 
everything to tho Dominion, If ever 
the G:eat Canadian Northwest is to 
filled up, it must bo by diverting imo 
it tho enormous »lde hitherto flowing 
into tho United States j and tho Do- 
minion cannot afford to wait for the 

railway.

His instructions were thai Mrs 
Lewis obaoked oil tho articles and that the 
pickle-stand was not On the bid. 

A. O. Elliott identified thu stind pro- 
duced in Court aa having belonged ti nim 
and as one ot tho articles told at tho auc- 
tion. 

Capt Lewis depoeed that he employed thu 
prisoner to convey the goods to bis rrsuL-nce ; 
showed him the stand pioduoed and told him 
to be careful and not break the glasses.
